It is 
obvious that the peace of the community is 
less threatened by a couple of poor coolies 
who transfer from one to the other the 
miserably insiguificant assets they may have, 
by their “inveterate habit,’ than by the 
young man with » moderate .wige who in- 
vests in one pavi-mu tuo! ticket at every race. 
The first-mention of gambling in Exret’s 
history of Hongkong affords a possible 
reason for the Ordinance, It was the belief, 
probably correct, of Sir Joux Bowntne that 
the apot where almost all crime was con- 
cocted in Hongkong was to-be found in the 
unlicensed gambling houses of Taipingshan- 
His idea, however, was that the vice could 
not be suppressed, and he was in favour 
(1856) of regulating it, by copying thé aye- 
tem at Macao. It was gambling house 
quarrels in 1867 that again called attention 
to “a general mania for gambling, aud 
locul shopkeepers, who had newr heard 
of Minn, hit upon the obvious romedy of 
“ suppressing gambling.” They potitioned 


Sir Hercunes Ronimson to that end, and. 


used ihe cunning. argument that it was 
demoralising servanta. But the Governor 
sediiiy to havo recognised that wholusale 
suppression of gambling was not the proper 
method to take, and his propostl was the 
registration of servants (1862) a sensible 
scheme to: which the Chinese publid objected ; 
and. they have ‘had their way yer 
uince, in spite of foreign petitions arising 
from a erying need. Sir BR, G. MacDonnenu 
was the next Governor to tackle the sub- 
ject, aud in discussing his efforts, Dr. Exret 
saya,“ This national vice [gambling], like 
°pium smoking and prostitution, but more 
widespread and powerful than cithor, is 
rooted in an ineradicable, because congenital 
disease of ‘the, Chinese socinl organism.” 
We make this quotation, and refrain from 
auvalysing it, because it helps to establish 
tho point that gambling. is too strong a 
feature of haman nature’to be “ sup pressed.” 
Bir R. G. MacDonnext played tho part of 
strong man, and his attack upon the gamb- 
ling housea, was eminently vigorous and 
) practical, if not quite fair, For instance, 
he made “ householders responsible for the 
payment. of fines incurred by residents or 
lodgers.” Street gambling . contin ued in 
‘spite of him, he eonfessed in x report, in 
which he showed that his ambition was to 
suppress gambling altogether in the Colony, 
Iu 1867, he found that he had failed, aud 
decited that prohibition was destructive of 
police morula anu-ineffective for the purpose 
sought, It was then that licensed houses 
were opened, as a “ vent for the irrepressible 
Chitiese passion for gambling,” to the sorrow 
of the moralists of that period, With the 
particular question involved we. have no 
concern, although, with Dr, Errzn, we 
appreciate und sympnthise with Sir R. G. 
MacDownext’s position. A draft Bill after- 
wards submitted, for the repression of 
gunbling, was rejected on the ground that 
“no person in the Colony would be safe.” 
This might be said of the existing law, if it 
were gencrally applied instead of worrying 
only a faw coolies. Sir A. E, Kennepy 
appointed & special suppression’ Conlinission 
in 1672; but in 1875 the hitorian wrote 
that it was still an unsolved problem, 
shirked by all concerned. :

The hearing of the charge of assault by J. 
Cree, foreman, Quarry Hay, against P. C. 
Taylor, for aarault was resumed. Mr. P. W.

Goldriug’) sppeared in support of the summons, 
and Mr, U.B. H, Beavis (of Messrs, Wilk‘n von 
and Grist) oppeared for tho dofonco. 

Mr. Beavis, in oponing’ the defence, said that 
defendrut was o constable with about twelve 
months’ service in the Volony. Ho was onduty 
in Ship Street on the night when this alleged 
agaault took place, About 1.30 in tho morning 
of March 2nd defendant came across a group 
of soldiors and exilors—not an unusual sight— 
at the corner of Ship Str: + and Queen’s 
Roas.. Inthe midst was plaintiif, lying on the 
grovad, soiled ond obviously k ocked shout. 
Defondent assisted bin up aud asked him what 
tho matter wos, Plaintiff told him to mind 
bis own business, At the moment defendant 
picked up’ Creo, P. C. Grant, who gave 
evidenco last time,.came np and assisted defend. 
ant to put complsinant into o rickaha because 
he was drunk and incapable of looking after 
hinself, As frequently happoned in such casos 
when o man Was put into o ricsha . by 
the police, Cree was taken -to the Polico’ 
Station, where Grant and defendant. arrived 
Inter and found him in tho charge room. Taylor 
asked Croo whether ho should wash his face for 


‘| him, but Cree answered with o refusal and loft. 


He afterwards brought this chargeof sssault 
against ‘Loylor. ‘Nhe principal evidence last weok 
was that of P.C, Grant, but he (Mr. Boavis) 
would eail evidence to prove that Grant's evid- 
enco was inaccnrals.

Yhe atmosphore containg a groat, quautity of 
solid’ =matter—usually imporceptible, though 
visible when o ray of sunlight ontors a dark 
room. A, Diite statea thot a oubie mater of tho, 
air of Paris usually contains 6 to 8 milligrammos 
of dust--somotimes 23 milligrammes—but away 
from cities thera is tess. Nearly a third of the 
city dust is organto mattor containing living 
germs. Tho dust usually carries a fow motals 
—sodium, calcium, magnesium, slaminum, and 
expecially irov, with uickel and cobalt, the last 


threo boing. brought'to the air in meteoric dust 
from space. 


‘The effect of ultriviolot rays of light on some 
kinds of glove ia strikingly shown at high 
altitudes, At a mountain station of the Can- 
adian Pacifico Railway—5.000 or 6,000 feet high 
—greon glass lephono insulators have changed 
to brilliant purple, 


Mvetuorites are usually rogarded as stones 
from space, differing in composition, ‘but all 
having a similar origia and belonging to one 
gonvral class, From 25 years of observation, 
the director of tho Geological Survey of 
Mexico reaches a novel conclusion. ‘Mexico is a 
region of many motorites, which range im size 
from a monator of 27 tons downward, and a 
study of thoso stones gives evidence that there 
are three zones in tho couutry~northorn, 
contral and southera—marked by a differen t 
clasa of moteoritoa for each zone. This opens 
a remarkable field for speculation. Why cer- 
ain Jooatities should attract certain metvorites, 
or why the meteorites select cortain places to 
foll upon, ia difficulkto. guess, aud a solution of 
the problem may show that some meteorites 
havo a terrestrial or local origin. 


The possible value of radium to the physi- 
cian still remains chiefly s mattex of conjecture. 
Two Italians, Tissoni and Bongiovanni, have. 
ratisfied themselves that it has an important 


influence upon rabies, aud that it may act 


aither upon the virus or dircotly upon the bitten 
‘animal, When tho virus is exposed for 4 to 
36 hours to radium rays it is converted into » 
powerful vaccine, injections into a rabbit's oyo 
overcoming the otherwise fatal difocts of 
inoculations with dog’s virus.. With a power- 
ful specimen of radium, and direct exposures 
of several hours during six days, animals 
inoculated 43. to 100 hours before treatment 
wore: saved, while similarly inoculated animals 
uot treated all died.

Tho bedding and 
other articles to.bo disinfected are placed in.w 
rotating cage of tive sections in the oantre of 
tha chamber. Both light and heat-~the ton. 
perature being raised to 30 deg or 350 dog F. 
—play a part in the gorm-killing, and steam 
and chemicals ure entirely discarded, In 
another application, the apparatus is made to 
freo moth-oaten articles from ell living mothe 
and eggs. 


The importation of injurious birds and mam- 
anals juto the United States has been carefully 
guarded aguinst since tho passage of the Lacoy- 
Act on- May 25, 1900.

The rise‘in the price of silver has hit th- 
Acco ding to cortain 
newspapers, the Japaness Government intend 
to mend matters by introducing a bill into the 
Dict to alter the ratio of silver to gold, which 
was fixod whan tho gold standard was established 
in 1890, Jt.is proposed to change tho ratio - 
from 28.75 to 23. ‘This alteration in Japon will 
entail changes in the present silver coinage.

The ten 
sen pieces , however, will uot be alterad, as a 
reduction ia their sizs might he ford incon- 
veniost.
